The following written 
statement was presented in 
open session as the sentiment 
of the assembly, and when 
read it met. with unanimous 
approval. 

It is therefore advised that 
our friends have it published 
in the local papers, as well as 
those of more extensive cir- 
culation, with the necessary 
comments and explanations. 

“Whereas, The Church of 
God is suffering undue re- 
proach by the slanderous title 
“Holy Rollers” that is in 
common use before the pub- 
lic in referring to its mem- 
bers and work, Be it known 
to all men everywhere and 
unto all nations that the 
Churches of God assembled 
in this the Elventh Annual 
Assembly November 2-6, 
1915, at Cleveland, Tenn., 
U. S. A., do hereby and here- 
after disclaim and repudiate 
the title “Holy Rollers” in 
reference to the Church of 
God. 

In consequence of this de- 
cison we herewith give gen- 
eral notice to the public that 
all reference to the Church 
of God by the use of the 
above title (Holy Rollers) by 
the public press or otherwise, 
will be considered and treat- 
ed as a slanderous and malig- 
nant offence.” 

The above premise was 
not adopted because we, our- 


selves, care so much for the. 


reproach, but we learn that 
many honest and respectable 
people are kept away from 
our meetings on the account 
of the slang expression in the 
mouths of the masses whea 
referring to us. It is our de- 
sire to remove this title for

After this was 
concluded, the assembly or- 
dered that the names and 
amounts be placed in the 
Evangel, and as each one 
paid the amount subscribed 
the name will be left out the 
next week. 

Several of these have paid 
their subscriptions since, so 
only those who have not paid 
will appear in the Evangel 
from time to until paid. See 
in another column. 

It was thought best to have 
a building committee that re- 
sides near this city, so the 
following. names _ constitute 
the new committee: 


J. S. Llewellyn, A. J. Law- 
son, S. W. Latimer, D. W. 
Haworth, A. Horn, with pas- 
tor F. J. Lée and the general 
overseer added by virtue of 
their positions. The commit- 
tee made the publisher of the 
Evangel treasurer to receive 
and receipt through the Evan- 
gel for all funds sent in. 

The building committee 
‘met at the Evangel office on 
Monday after the assembly 
closed and drew up some 
plans. but no report is ready 
yet for the public. They 
will meet again in a few 





weeks and will probably 


be ready then to finish up 
their plans and give them to 
the public. 

The publishing committee 
was advised by the assembly 
to discontinue the ‘Sunday 
School Helper,” therefore 
those who have paid their 
subscription in advance for 
the little sheet will receive 
the amount due them in 
stamps unless the subscribers 
give other instructions. If 
any of the readers of the 
of the Evangel fail to receive 
the “Helper” as usual you 
will remember it was or- 
dered discontinued by the 
assembly. 

The assembly recommend- 


ed that the other Sunday 
school literature be contin- 
ued. This is the Quarterlies, 
Lesson Leaves, and cards. 
Soine expressed a desire to 
have an intermediate quar- 
terly added, but nothing 
definite has been decided.
